DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. , Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 13-17, drawn to a method of assessing the efficiency of a modulator of a PP2A 
phosphatase. 

Group II, claim(s) 43-45, in so far as they are drawn to a method of screening protein candidate 
modulator compounds of PP2A phosphatase. 

Group III, claim(s) 43-45, in so far as they are drawn to a method of screening nucleic acids 
candidate modulator compounds of PP2A phosphatase. 

Group IV, claim(s) 46-49, in so far as they are drawn to a method of treatment by administration 
of a protein. 

Group V, claim(s) 46-49, in so far as they are drawn to a method of treatment by administration 
of a nucleic acid. 

Group VI, claim(s) 50-62, drawn to a method for determining the identity of a nucleotide at 
PP2 A/B7-related marker. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (a), Unity of invention before the International Searching 
Authority, an international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to 
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a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement of 
unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement 
of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. The 
expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a 
contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior 
art. As such, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (b), the ISA/US considers that when an international 
or a national stage application containing claims to different categories of invention unity of 
invention exists if the claims are drawn only to one of the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a use of 
the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process; 
or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process. 

Accordingly, the main invention (Group I) comprises the first recited method. Pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (d), the ISA/US considers that any feature which is the subsequently recited 
products and methods share with the main invention does not constitute a special technical 
feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 and that each of such products and methods 
accordingly defines a separate invention.
